Blagojevich’s lawyer 
asserts ex-governor 
‘didn’t take a dime’ 

Chicago 

Rod Blagojevich is an honest man 
who “didn’t take a dime” but had 
the bad judgment to trust the wrong 
people, the former Illinois gover- 
nor’s fiery attorney said Tuesday at 
Blagojevich’s corruption trial. 

Blagojevich will also take the 
stand on his own behalf, not just 
let a lawyer speak for him, defense 
attorney Sam Adam Jr. said in his 
opening statements. 

“The guy ain’t corrupt,” Adam 
whispered, after slamming his 
hand down. He said the ousted 
governor’s wife, Patti Blagojevich, 
will take the stand, too. 

Adam said Blagojevich was 
fooled by those close to him. 

Now-convicted influence ped- 
dler Antoin “Tony” Rezko helped 
raise money for lots of political 
candidates, including Blagojevich, 
Adam said. But he told jurors that 
“not a single penny” of ill-gotten 
money went into Blagojevich’s cam- 


paign fund or his own pockets. 

“You have to be comatose not to 
figure out how to get a dollar out 
of $52 billion,” Adam said, refer- 
ring to the state budget. “But who 
didn’t? Him!” he said, indicating 
his client. 


Blagojevich has pleaded not 
guilty to trying to sell or trade 
President Obama’s former Senate 
seat. He also denies that he plot- 
ted to turn his power as governor 
into a moneymaking scheme for 
himself and insiders. 



Tweet-Free Zone 

Rod Blagojevich's effort to sway 
public opinion to his side won’t in- 
volve Twitter — at least not while 
he’s in court. Judge James Zagel 
on Tuesday banned the former gov- 
ernor from tweeting in the court- 
room during his corruption trial. 
Blagojevich will still be permitted to 
speak with the media. 


A federal prosecutor told jurors 
earlier that Blagojevich sought to 
use his power as governor to get 
benefits for himself and his inner 
circle through “a series of illegal 
shakedowns.” And when Obama 
was elected — meaning the gover- 
nor could appoint his successor to 
the Senate — Blagojevich’s “gold- 
en ticket arrived,” prosecutor Car- 
rie E. Hamilton said, (ap)

Killer to Face Utah Firing Squad 


Convict chose the 
execution method 
over lethal injection 

Salt Lake City 

Barring a last-minute reprieve, 
Ronnie Lee Gardner will be 
strapped into a chair, a hood will 
be placed over his head, and a 
small white target will be pinned 
over his heart. 

The order will come: “Ready, 
aim ...” 

The 49 -year- old convicted kill- 
er will be executed by a team of 
five anonymous marksmen firing 
with .30-caliber rifles. He is to be 
the third person executed by firing

squad in Utah — or anywhere else 
in the U.S. — since the death pen- 
alty was reinstated in 1976. 

Utah was a long holdout in keep- 
ing the method, which it has used 
in 40 of its 49 executions in the last 


160 years. Utah lawmakers made 
lethal injection the default method 
of execution in 2004, but inmates 
condemned before then can still 
choose the firing squad. 

That’s what Gardner did in April, 
politely telling a judge, “I would like 
the firing squad, please.” 

Gardner, who is to be executed 
June 18, was convicted of murder 25 
years ago for the fatal courthouse 
shooting of attorney Michael Bur- 
dell during an escape attempt. 

Utah last used the firing squad 
in 1996. It is the only state that 
allows execution by firing squad, 
though Oklahoma law calls for that 
method if both lethal injection and 
electrocution are deemed unconsti- 
tutional.

BP’S Cap-Sized Mistake? 

The company’s decision to cut a leaking pipe may have only worsened the spill 


Atlanta 

Once constricted by the crum- 
pled riser pipe, the full flow of the 
runaway wellhead in the BP oil 
spill burst forth last week when 
BP sawed through the pipe left 
over from the Deepwater Hori- 
zon rig. 

BP placed a “top cap” device 
with a rubberized seal on top of 
the pipe to siphon away the oil, a 
move that some marked as a long- 
awaited breakthrough in the six- 
week battle against geologic forces, 
tapped by man, that now threaten 
the ecology and livelihood of the 
Gulf of Mexico. 

But judging from recent images 
from the BP live feed “spill cam,” 
the pipe is still gushing — and 
hard. And even if BP is captur- 
ing 14,800 barrels a day, as Coast 
Guard Adm. Thad Allen said it did 
on Monday, the increased flow at 
the wellhead itself could mean the 
top cap is a wash or may even have 
worsened the flow. 

“That is the big unknown that 
we’re trying to hone in and get the 
exact numbers on,” Allen, Pres- 
ident Obama’s point man on the 
spill, told reporters Monday. “And 
we’ll make those numbers known 
as we get them. We’re not trying 
to lowball it or highball it. It is 
what it is.” 

The question of how much oil 
is leaking has been crucial from 
Day 1 of the crisis. Since BP is lia-

ble for every barrel spilled, its esti- 
mates have been viewed with skep- 
ticism and even ridicule. A NOAA 
flow-rate group eventually raised 
the original BP estimate of 5,000 
barrels per day, placing it between 
12,000 and 19,000 barrels a day. 
Others have said it’s really more, 
perhaps as much as 30,000 bar- 
rels per day. 

Considering the questions about 
earlier estimates and the increased 
flow from the cut riser pipe, at least 
one expert — Ira Leifer, a mem- 
ber of the government’s Flow Rate 
Technical Group — believes the 
current flow could be greater than 
before. The group had estimated a 
20 percent increase in the under- 
water flow after the cut of the 
riser pipe. 

“The well pipe clearly is fluxing 
way more than it did before,” Leifer 
told the New York Times. “By way 
more, I don’t mean 20 percent; I 
mean multiple factors.” 

BP could incur fines of up to 
$4,800 per barrel of oil that’s 
escaped. The company says it sim- 
ply does not know the true extent 
of the leaking oil. 

“How much that [leak] is, we’d 
all love to know,” BP executive 
Kent Wells told reporters Monday. 
“It’s really difficult to tell.” patrik

Album Review 

The Swedish singer Robyn is the 
increasingly rare kind of pop star 
making smart music for the radio. 
Like Madonna or Kylie before her, 
she makes no bones about wanting 
to reach a wide audience, but her 
songs display an emotional depth 
and attention to detail not normal- 
ly found on the pop charts. 

Now 30, Robyn got her start as

The Only Cure: More Volume 


‘Disintegration’ can 
now be yours in a 
new deluxe edition 


Album Review 

In the liner notes of the Cure’s 
eighth album, “Disintegration,” 
appears a curious command: 
“THIS MUSIC HAS BEEN MIXED 
TO BE PLAYED LOUD SO TURN 
IT UP.” 

In 1989, such a demand was 
puzzling, as the band had become 
famous for making music that did 
not sound especially loud or social. 
Even its catchiest, poppiest songs 
sounded internalized and down- 
cast, self-reflective and some might 
say self-absorbed. 

Those instructions reappear in 
the new deluxe edition of “Disin- 
tegration.” A bonus disc of demos 


and rarities shows how the songs 
were created, and a third disc of 
live tracks (taken from the U.K.- 
only album “Entreat”) shows 
how they evolved. But the album, 
remastered in a less monolithic 
mix, argues that volume is an inte- 
gral element. 

On the album, frontman Robert 
Smith didn’t want merely to express 
his angst; he wanted to broadcast it. 

Upon its release, 
the intensely 
gloomy “Disin- 
tegration” was 
predicted to be 
a commercial 
failure. Espe- 
cially following the double-album 
“Kiss Me Kiss Me Kiss Me” which 
showed the range of the Cure’s 
sound from forlorn to effervescent, 
this collection initially sounded too 
dour for radio play, too claustro- 




phobic to produce a hit. And yet, 
even 20 years later, “Disintegra- 
tion” remains the band’s commer- 
cial pinnacle, not simply outselling 
its previous and subsequent albums 


but also notching its two biggest 
hits, the creeptacular “Lullaby” 
and the smash “Lovesong.” 

More than that, it is one of the 
Cure’s best albums. If “Kiss Me” 


shows its reach, “Disintegration” 
emphasizes focus and restraint in 
both lyric and music, setting and 
sustaining a consistently omi- 
nous tone across a dozen tracks. 
Smith’s lyrics, inspired by what 
sounds like a bad breakup and 
enhanced by his reintroduction 
to hallucinogens, tease out a sense 
of departure and loss, although 
the album never settles into a 
simple narrative. 

It was also the band’s last big 
hurrah: The Cure notched later 
hits like “Friday I’m in Love” and 
“A Letter to Eloise,” but subse- 
quent albums failed to capture that 
same sense of writhing emotion- 
al turmoil and inventive sound- 
track accompaniment. “Disinte- 
gration” was, in other words, the 
Cure’s final loud album, but to its 
credit, it still demands to be played 
at top volume.

Where Family Trees Flourish 


A Salt Lake City 
library houses vast 
genealogy resources 


Pursuits 

When Jan Gow makes her annu- 
al pilgrimage from New Zealand 
to Salt Lake City, it’s not to enjoy 
Utah’s ski resorts, red rock canyons 
or five national parks. It’s for the 
ribbons of microfilm and endless 
volumes of maps, cemetery and 
property records tucked inside the 
Family History Library. 

The library, owned and operat- 
ed by The Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-day Saints since 1894, is vis- 
ited by about 700,000 people annu- 
ally and is widely considered the 
world’s largest repository of gene- 
alogy records. It’s a favorite desti- 
nation for “genealogy tourists” — 
a devoted breed of traveler bent on 
tracing family trees. 

“A woman once asked me to give 
her four words to explain why she 
should come to Salt Lake City and 
not just research it all from home 
online,” said Gow, 70. 

“I could think of one: immedi- 
acy,” Gow said. “When we’re here, 
we can immediately pull out a film.

Destinations 

With a massive mosque, minarets 
and scores of Arabic-signed stores 
and restaurants, parts of this city 
look like the Middle East. 

But Dearborn, Mich., is a lot 
closer than Beirut or Cairo. And 
while this Detroit suburb may be 
better known as the hometown of 
Ford Motor Co., it’s also where the 
Mideast meets the Midwest. 

A third of the city’s 100,000 res- 
idents trace their roots to the Arab 
world. Originally, these immigrants 
came here to work in booming auto 
factories. Today, they have created 
corridors of culture and commerce

Warren Avenue is the epicen- 
ter of Arabic life in Dearborn. It’s 
grown over the past few decades 
from a few Arab-owned establish- 
ments to a road bustling with Mid- 
dle Eastern restaurants, markets, 
boutiques and bakeries. 

One of the most prominent and 
popular is Shatila Food Products, 
whose Web site boasts of “sweets of 
the Middle East from the heart of 
the Midwest.” The bakery, founded 
in 1979, ships its desserts nation- 
wide. Its distinctive, round retail 
store draws customers from across 
the state and beyond. 

Amal Shatila, the bakery man- 


ager and sister of owner Riad Sha- 
tila, came from Lebanon in 1989 
and joined her brother in the busi- 
ness. “I came, running away from 
war,” she said. “Then I ended up 
staying for good.” 

Mom-and-pop shops such as 
Shatila’s are represented at the 
city’s annual Arab International 
Festival, a three-day event along 14 
blocks on Warren Avenue, sched- 
uled for June 18-20 this year. 

Visitors can also stop at the 
Arab American National Muse- 
um in Dearborn.
